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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

1 . This action is in reply to tine Board Decision rendered on IVIarcIn 2, 2012 and tine Amendment after 
BPAI Decision filed on May 8, 2012. 

2. The rejections of Claims 1 5-22 were AFFIRMED. 

3. The rejections of Claims 1 -1 4 and 23 were REVERSED. 

4. Claims 1 -23 have been allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-23 are pending and have been allowed. The following is a statement of reasons for the 
indication of allowable subject matter (see prosecution history also): The reasons for allowance are set 
forth in the Board Decision rendered on March 2, 2012, pages 3 and 4.
